Rangers Ask Public to Help Them 
Keep Fire Out of the Woods 
The danger season for forest fires 

is near at hand. Rapidly drying soll 

has left the old grass, brush, leaves, 


etc, in most perilous condition © for |‘ 


starting fires. 

An effort is being made by the fire 
rangers in this province to keep 
down the forest losses this year,to a 
minimum. They. will succeed only if 
every camper carefully extinguishes 
his campfire before leaving it, if ev- 
ery smoker refrains from tossing 
away burnt matches or tobacco in or 
near a wood, and if settlers in the 
newly opened districts guard -their 
land-clearing fires with the utmost 
care, Settlers’ fires continue’to be 
the very worst source of forest con- 
flagration, although campers an 
careless smokers are close competi- 
tors, : ;

Cost of Living in Sweden 


There Are Places With Higher 
Prices Than They are Here 


Sweden before the war used to 
import about 5,000,000 tons of coal 
and coke per year. This supply, of 
course, has stopped. One result is 
that coal in Sweden now sells at 
$100 a ton, and is difficult to obtain. 
In Denmark, also, the coal shortage 
is acute. In.Copenhagen’s finest de- 
partmental store clerks wear «big 
straw slippers and woolen blankets 
because there is not ccal enough to 
keep the place properly heated. 

Automobile tires are scarce. in 
Denmark and consequently have sky- 
rocketed in price. A single tire sold 
for $540 there last October, 

Tca in Sweden is $8 a pound. Cof- 
fee is practically unobtainable, Wool- 
en clothing has increased more than 
200 per cent, in price since the be- 
ginning of the war. Chocolate sclls 
for $3 a pound; ham for $1 a pound. 

Gasoline, likewise, is difficult to 
obtain, and the price of it is: prohi- 
Poteet October it was $2.a gal- 
on, 

The Iength of the midwinter day 
in’ Sweden —is approximately four 
hours. Lighting, therefore, is an ¢s* 
sential. Kerosene is practically un- 
obtainable, so the people ‘have to de- 
pend largely upon candles, In Aug- 
ust, 1914, candles were 15 cents’ a 
pound; in January, 1917, 34 cents a 
pound; and last October, 58 cents a 
pound, 

The scarcity and consequent ab- 
normal prices of motoring  necessi- 
ties—tires and gasoline, for example 
—have necessarily affected the use 
of. pleasure cars. Recently there 
were only seventeen taxi cabs oper- 
ating in Stockholm.- 

In the spring of 1916 ordinary low- 
grade walking shoes in Sweden had 
increased in price to $11 a pair. They 
are now $25 a pair.

The greatest value that will ac- 
crue to the village iand ‘city garden-' 
ing movement will come from — the 
pleasure it gives, especially to the 
‘young men and women that ‘are 
coming ‘on to take the places of us’ 
grown-ups who have so Jittle knowl- 
edge of plant life, of ‘soils, of ferti-'’ 
lizers, of cultural methods, of special’: 
adaptation of plants to soils and <cli-. 
mate, | = ‘ 
The Jaws of plant life, of soil bac-' 
teria, of ‘plant nutrition and fertility’ 
building are little known in the ag- 
ricultural world—much less in Amer-' 
ica than in agricultural Europe. 
When boys and girls grow crops. 
they. begin to want to know why 
some plants do well or poorly, why’ 
the plants are not uniform in ‘size, 
why some leaves are pale or yellow: 
and some are dark green, why some’ 
are broad and healthy and_ brilliant 
in color and some aro crinkled and 
curled. © When they discern that it 
is caused by hunger, thirst or drown- 
ing by excessive use of water they 
commence to study the language of 
leaves and plants which’is so easily 
learned, and never:forgotten, no mat- 
ter how long these children live. 
Then they soon leatn that plants 
live and fced as they themselves do, 
growing weak or strong by | réceiv- 
ing-food and drink of the kind and 
amount they require; that to be 
healthy, robust and strong plants and 
animals alike must have the ‘same 
elements of outdoor life, sun, light, 
air and ample and suitable food. 

The American people would be 
much more healthful than they are 
if they would use less meats and 
cereals and more vegetables, ‘tmany 
of which contain in larger amounts 
those essential mineral salts that act 
as antidotes and neutralize the acid- 
ity produced by such foods as meats 
and cereal starches which contain a 
large excess of acid. All animals re- 
quire large amounts of grasses an 
vegetables for the same reasons. 
Horses fed on grains ‘alone soon be- 
come incompletely nourished. 

One of the admirable things about 
this activity in popular garden work 
is that it will never dic; once our city 
folk know the pleasure and profit, to 
be derived they will keep on. It will 
not require war and war prices to 
stimulate them. Quite as important, 
it will develop latent faculties in. the 
young that may otherwise never be 
brought out. There will come from 
it a love of country or rural life, ac- 
companied by the development of fu- 
ture great students of food problems 
that will-henefit mankind for all time 
to come.’

The federal minister of agriculture 
recently stated that arrangements 
were being made to sccure the sér- 
vices of 25,000 schoolboys upon the 
farms of the country during the en- 
suing summer, While this number is 
substantial, it should be possible Uto 
greatly increase it. Of boys between 
the ages of ten and twenty attending 
the schools of the country there is 
a total, according to the last census 
of about 350,000, If one in threc of 
these could be secured there would 
be an army of over a hundred thou- 
sand workers. In the collegiate in- 
stitutes and higl schools of Ontario 
alone there is an attendance of about 
eighteen thousand boys, most of 
whom are old enough to’render sub- 
stantial assistance. .

they bones do their best on light 
soils particularly during a period of

If an Englishman should no 
write a book discussing the ‘passibil- 
itles of the next war, assert that war 
is the best occupation of mankind 
and that to prepare for it we should 
among other things be very careful 
to preserve the aristocratic idea, he 
could in the first place get nobody 
to publish -it. If he produced it at 
his own expense he might consider 
himself_lucky if a court adjudged 
him insane. Otherwise he would be 
‘lynched. Yet such a book has beeh 
written in Germany by Lieutenant- 
General Baron von  Fretag-Loring- 
hoven and it is a fit companion for 
the books of Bernhardi, which did 
so much to develop in the German 
people the spirit that has ~ horrified 
the world in the past three years. 
_ The baron is no mere dreamer, no 
irresponsible theorist, no fanatic 
- With a. hobby that has unhinged his 
mind. He stands high in the war 
councils of Germany. He is the 
especial confidante of Ludendorff. 
In fact, he is deputy chief of the 
general staff of the German army. 
is. book, entitled, “Deductions from 
the World War,” was published last 
fall, and is. said to have had a great 
sale in Germany. Efforts to prevent 
it from circulating outside the coun-

were smuggled out, and from one of 
them an English edition has been 
prepared. 

Its importance is such that it is 
a duty to impress upon the public 
the significance of this work. It 
confirms an opinion that has been 
more than once expressed in these 
columns, namely, that the Germans 
must be judged as a people, and 
that to make distinctions between 
the kaiser and the junker class and 
the rest of Germany is both idle and 
vicious so far as militarism is con- 
cerned. ‘There was a time in the 
war, when certain English and Can- 
adian publicists sought to impress 
upon the people that they must not 
hate the Germans; that we must 
consider them as unfortunate suffer- 
ing from a poison; that we were not 
to be their executioners, but rather 
their kindly, if firm, attendants and 
physicians. Until quite lately some 
such idea appears to have been en- 
tertained by President Wilson. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the Ger- 
man People know themselves best, 
and if there are any yet who persist 
in the doctrine that. the Germans 
have had forced upon them a form 
of government which they abhor, 
and that they are really decent, kind- 
ly, peace-loving folk at heart, the 
words of Prince Bulow are interest- 
ing: “Militarism is not a Prussian 
invention,” he says, “Militarism is 
Prussia herself.” 

It seems incredible that after this 
war Germany should still have a 
taste for slaughter, but it is plain 
that Baron Freytag-Loringhoven is 
acting on this belief. There is only 
one thing that will cure this mani- 
acal bent in the German mind, and 
that is absolute, overwhelming de- 
feat, bitter suffering and a league 
of nations that will constitute itself 
an armed guard of Germany for a 

eneration and more to come. The 
baron laughs at the idea of ridding 
the world of war by. means of mu- 
tual agreements. He admits that 
there will be agreements, but says 
that occasions must continue to arise 
when the forces in one nation will 
refuse to be controlled by an agrec- 
ment made years before. The notion 
of a universal league for the pre- 
servation of peace is ridiculous, he 
says, and any proud-spirited nation 
would regard such an organization 
as “intolerable tutelage.” Equally 
Utopian, therefore, is the idea that 
Germany herself should be invited to 
Join such a league. There was, in 
fact, if not in name, such a league 
before the war began; that is to say 
a league of nations that would not 
provoke war. Germany was sup- 
posed to be a member of it. Hence 
the present struggle.. 

Preytag spreads the. gospel of war 
among the German people. If he has 
any regrets as a result of the de- 
velopments of the present war the 
chief is that the Germans have not 
sufficiently studied war. He quotes 
with approval the words of Freder- 
Ick, who wrote in 1768: “The mili- 
tary art demands continuous study if 
dne desires to attain a thorough mas- 
tery of it. I am far from flattering 


ee 
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Perhaps the idea is to take over the 


myself that. I have exhausted it| I 
am even of opinion that a human 
lifetime is not long enough in order 
to pursue it tothe very end.” Plainly 
it will be the duty of German 
scientists to concentrate their atten- 
tion on -the problem of. increasing 
the span of human life, so that Ger- 
many may produce a certain number 
of murderers who will begin the 
study of military science at the age 
of three and continue it for a hun- 
dred years or so. On their death- 
beds they will then be able to hand 
their plans to the ruling kaiser ‘or 
president and permit him to start the 
next war with better prospects of 
success. 

As regards the practical lessons 
learned from this war, the baron 
says that in future there must be a 
great increase in the number of ma- 
chine guns to a company. Cavalry 
ought not to be proportionately in- 
creased, but‘a considerable force will 
be necessary. The system of train- 
ing must be made to include. men, 
not now subject.to it. In fact, every 
male, able-bodied or not, must haye 
military training. The navy must 
be greatly increased, but how ;t is 
to be increased he does not. 'say> 


ritish navy. as a going concern, He 
points out the necessity © of seibjng 
industrial centres and’ coal. fields! in 
neutral countries and admits that 
economic conditions will continue Xe 
play an increasing part ‘in. futur 
wars. The lesson we should renal 
from this book is that any peace that 
may be concluded with Germany 
that does not involve-her destruction 
as a military power will be regarded 
as a mere armistice, which will en- 
able her to raise another army and 
make another bid for world domin- 
ion.—Toronto Mail and Empire. 


The Shaven Soldier 


Modern Warrior Less Ferocious But 
More Efficient in Consequence 


When the Indian braves of ‘old 
met foemen unquestionably © worthy 
of their tomahawks, they arraye 
themselves as fantastically as pos- 
sible, and emitting the most blood- 
curdling war-whoop in their reper- 
toire, raced into the fray. © Their 
strategy was based on the assump- 
tion that strength of arm would have 
to be supplemented by superiority of 
will if victory was to be their por- 
tion. They reasoned that~ if ‘they 
could frighten their—opponents be- 
fore their opponents had frightened 
them they would win the day. 

Then came the bearded warriors 
of the Crimea and the American 
Civil war. These were not bearded 
from choice, but from stern neces- 
sity, since the double edged 100 per 
cent. efficient blade of the modern 
safety razor was undreamed of, The 
old flat-bed razor in vogue at the 
time, could always be depended up- 
on to be dull. There was nothing 
left to do but to popularize the 
beard, and popularized it was. And 
the basis upon which the beard was 
popularized was that the warrior af- 
fected it because it imparted that 
ferocity which is the concomirant of 
victory, and not because he was at 
a loss to do anything clse. 

That the psychological offensive is 
still regarded as a~ necessary prc- 
liminary to the physical offensive is 
well illustrated by the methods of 
the German propagandists in the 
present strugele. But the beard has 
gone by the board since it has been 
amply demonstrated that the feroci- 
ty which it imparts to the soldier 
fails to compensate for the many 
disadvantages which its adoption en- 
tails. If the world had stood still, 
if the safety razor had never been 
invented, and never been mechani- 
cally. perfected, beards would un- 
doubtedly be popular today, They 
are still popular in Russia.

Another Price Rise

Diseased Animals 
ye! Slaughtered 


A: bill will be introduced by the 
minister of agriculture at the present 
session’ increasing the amounts to be 
paid by the government to the own- 
ers of animals. slaughtered under the 
operation of the Animal Contagious 
Diseases Act. The-amount to be 
paid must not exceed in the case of 
grade animals $200 for each horse, 
$80 for each head of cattle and $20 
foreach pig or sheep. In the case 
of. pure-bred animals the amount .to 


cach horse, $250 for each ‘head of 
cattle and-$75 for each pig or sheep. 
These amendments to the act are to 
remain in force for three years. 


Permits for Canadians 


Food Supply for Wives and Depen- 
dents in England 


A matter which closely affects the 
wives and other dependents of Can- 
England. is 
their position under the food ration- 
ing system, shortly to be extended 
to the whole country. It has been 
laid down especially that all officers, 
soldiers and their families (with any 
servants) must be in possession of 
permits to deal in foodstuffs at regi- 
mental institutes. Such permit will 
state on it the total number of per- 
sons comprising the soldier’s house- 
hold, and in the case of women will 
contain an undertaking that they are 
not -drawing separation or depend- 
ents’ allowances. Each permit is 
available for three months, 

The amount of the articles to be 
purchased at th2 institutes will be 
varied in accordance with the pcri- 
odical orders of the food controller. 


Value of Grain Screenings 


—_——— 


Preventing the Waste of Small or 
Broken Grains or Weed Seeds 


Three years ago the seed branch 
of the department of agriculture, at 
Ottawa, published a bulletin on the 
feed value of grain screenings, which 
included the results of feeding tests 
undertaken by the experimental farm 
branch. Owing to the growing scar- 
city of fecds, the elevator operators 
have paid more and morc attention 
to.these screenings with a view to 
preventing the waste of any small or 
broken grains or weed seeds that 
might be used for feed. As a result, 
the lower grades of screenings are 
now composed almost entirely of 
very small weed secds, which are 
very difficult to grind properly and 
are not relished by stock unless mix- 
ed with other feeds. At the present 
time, the feeds division of the live 
stock branch is making a further 
careful study of the question with a 
view to obtaining the maximum ben- 
efit from this important by-product 
of the farm and the grain elevator. 
The results will be looked for with 
interest. The bulletin entitled, 
“Grain Screenings,” already referred 
to, may be obtained from the Pub- 
fications Branch, Department of Ag- 
siculture, Ottawa.

In one of his informing articles in 
“Land and Water,” Mr. Hilaire Bel- 
loc points out in’a striking way the 
growth of superiority upon. the. side 
of civilization, and the corresponding 
decline. upon the side of its-enemics, 
as illustrated by the war. He re- 
marks that the great war has* seen 
three waves of this sort, -After the 
unprovoked and unexpected attack 
was checked‘and broken at the Mar- 
ne, and held before Ypres, Europe 
began to recover itself, and. during 
the next six months the inferiority 
of barbarism became apparent. The 
rate of munitionment, the improvisa- 
tion of armies from Britain, the des 
the 
production of heavy artillery on a 
scale before unheard of—in’ all these 
new. things civilization .grew rapidly 
up in the race and began to get 
ahead of the encmy. 

Mr. Belloc gives 


one impressive 


example. In August, 1914, the large 
howitzer which the Austrians had’ 
produced was first employed. The 


Germans, who alone were. thorough- 
ly preparing and planning for war, 
had worked out the effect of the fire 
of these huge -weapons, as regulated 
by the new and hitherto impossible 
method of observation from the air. 
The result was that the:ring fort- 
resses, upon which French theory reé- 
posed, were quickly reduced, though, 
except for observation from -the air, 
these fortresses. would have.stood in- 
definitely... This new piece had taken 
about three years to design and de- 
velop, until the hour struck when 
Prussia decided that the moment -for 
her succesful surprise had come. 
While these great .engines were 
known ‘to exist, their effect’, was a 
surprise, but they had no great mo- 
bility, because their .only function 
was to reduce sicge works. The 
French faced the problem at once. 
and in a very short time Mr. Belloc 
saw the castings of a gun, not a sta- 
tionary howitzer, but a weapon pos- 
sessing great mobility. He had to 
keep quict about it, and those who 
showed him what was being done 
were met by his’ natural criticism 
that the recoil could not be absorb- 
ed, and that such a huge gun could 
not have the mobility which was’ ab- 
solutely essential. ~ His criticisms 
were immediately answered, and, al- 
though he was not allowed at the 
time to know the secret of the solu- 
tion, it was not very long before 
these enormous picces were brought 
forward, and it was shown that they 
had completely absorbed their recoil. 
This is only one example of the way 
in which civilization catches up with 
each unexpected success-of the enc- 
my. ‘ 
Another example is the introduc- 
tion of poison gas, to the horror of 
civilization. The civilized nations 
quickly beat the German at his own 
game. He had prepared defensive 
methods against such a gas. We 
elaborated better ones. He came in- 
to the field ‘with a just appreciation 
of the machine gun and of trench 
weapons, in which we were hopeless- 
ly behindhand. We produced more, 
if not better, of the one, and cer- 
tainly better of the other. He de- 
cided to bombard civilization in open 
towns from *the air—an abomination
